HEADQUARTERS

US. INSURANCE 


Badly Hit 1 by Share 
- Collapse 


Tho one tople of conversation in 
insurance circles in the United States, 
according to messages from New 
York, was the effect which the Stock 
Exchange debacle would have on the 
industry. Tho crash in security 
prices’ hit the insurance industry 
from many angles, but it was not 
until December 32, when all com- 
panies were required by Inw to pub- 
lish full roperts © of their condition, 
that nll the facts were to be known. 

Many of the leading American fire 
insurance companies were paying far 
more attention to the sharo markets 
than to underwriting, for months 
before the market broke. This was 
so far true that elaborate cssays 
were published: in which the com- 
panies were analysed as investment 
trusts rather than primari’y fire un- 
derwriting companies. The American 
insurance journals printed many lists 
of common sharo holdings of the 
various fire cémpanies—lists which 
make sad rending to-day. 

The life assurance companies in 
most American States aro forbidden 
by law to invest in common stocks, 


so that their Investments are com. 


paratively safe, and’ it is further

* MILITARY MUSIC 


Chinese soldiers oblige the cifi- 
zenry to be: respectful by blowing 
furious blasts on the “hailo,” a sort 
of conch, In the cloistered temples 
of the Hills prfests conduct their 
worship, and all other’ tasks as 
well, to the appointed rhythms of 
the “young chung” or large bell, 
In the cities pricats beg or conduct. 
itinerant ceremonies to the sound 
of the “mu-lu” or block of hollow 
wood, shaped like a skull, 

The Orient has {ts concert halla 
wherein the customary orchestra 
comprises two balloon shaped 
guitars, a three string guitar, a 
violin or two, a flute, a “yangch’in” 
or foreign harpsichord, and one 
smal! drum; on these instruments 
the performers play in time and 
well together, But the ch uracter- 
latic music of the Orient is to be 
heard in its by-ways and ‘bazaars, 
ita main throughfares and along its 
waterways where it becomes the 
spontaneous voice of mankind. 

Expression of Gratitude 

Music’ was originated in the East 
to express gratitude for all nature;

|. SEAMEN’S WAGES . 


AFTER WRECK 


JUDGMENT IN 
Py CASES 
“APPEAL LIKELY 


London.—Lord_ Merrivale delivered 
judgment in the Admiralty ‘Court, 
finding that seamen. were entitled to 
two months’ wages in the actions 
brought by Joseph Murray and 
Joseph Comorford against the Eller- 
‘man Hall Line and the Whito Star 
Line in respect of the loss of the 
Croxteth Hall and tho Celtle. 
» Mr. Dunlop at once notified that 
the judgment was likely to be ap- 
enled against. 
Mr. Langton, K.C,, and Mr, G. 
Sustin Lynsky were for Murray (in- 
structed by Messrs, G, J, Lynsky and 
Son, Liverpool), and Mr. ARAT 
Harrison for Comerford (instructed 
by Mr. D. H. Mace, Liverpool). Mr. 
Dunlop, K.C., and Mr. A, J. Hodgson 
were for the shipowners (instructed 
by Messrs. Hill, Dickinson and Co., 
Liverpool). 

His Lordship sald the actions were 
to test the title of the seamen to two 
_ months’ wages from the date of the 
wreck or discharge -under the new 
“Merchant Shipping (International 
Labour Conventions) Act of four years 
ago, the previous law being embodied 
in the Olympic judgment of 1913, 
whore it was laid down that, reading 
together Sections 168 and 162 of the 
Act of 1894, the wrecked marinor with 
a dlacharge other than that of his 
agreement was not entitled to his 
statutory month’s wages, as his wages 
ceased on the date of discharge or of 


the wreck, 

j The Act of 1925. 

" The Act of 1926 deleted Sectlon 158 
of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, 
and Section . 158 was the section 
which, contemplating o wreck, had 
“said that where the service abruptly 
terminated the seaman who could 
serve no further on the voyage was 
‘entitled to his wages only to the dato 
‘ot discharge. 2 , 
: Lord Merrivale said that, taking 
{Mr. Dunlop’s case, the defendants 
‘would seek to introduce by implica- 
, tion as an alternative the date of the 
“contract into the new Act and read 
into the section the eight words be- 
fore the date contemplated in the 
agreement. They desired to say that 
the plnintiff seaman should only be 
entitled to wages in respect of each 
day during which he was unemployed 
before the date contemplated in the 
agreement as terminating ‘the ser- 
vice, 

On grounds of construction, as well 
as on the broader ground of the in- 
tention of the authors of the statute, 
it seemed to the Court impossible to 
construe the section as Mr. Dunlop 
wished. What was auggested by the 
defendants would transform — the 
effect of the enactment, and the plains 
tiffs, instead of being entitled prima 
facie to recelye wages «in cnse of 
unemployment during a period of two 
months, would have only prima faclo 
a claim to wages for a-limlted period 
—in the cose of Murray for six days. 

The decision of the Court must be 
the wrecked seaman was entitled to 
two months’ wages from the date on 
which the service actually ended. - 

Lord Merrivale, in giving judgment, 
said that Murray, after the wreck on 
the’ Dutch coast on February 28 last, 
was brought, with other members of 
the crew, at the owners’ expense, to 
Liverpool, reaching Liverpool. by 
March 4, and were paid up'to March 
11, The ship had been due to arrive 
at Middlesbrough on, March 11, where 
Murray would have been discharged.

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INDIAN SHIPPING 


Lord Inchcape on Its 
Problems 


‘Gerd Inchcape devoted the major |” 


part of his address at tho annual 
meeting of the’ P. and O. Company to 
the elucidation of problema of gencral 
interest to the shipping world, such as 
the present, position and future pros- 
pects of passenger, cargo, and tramp 
steamors, Gratification at the prospec- 
tive economics he indicated ‘in tho 
operation of passenger and cargo boats 
is counterbalanced by” his pessimism 
regarding the future of tho “tramp. 
The, freights of these are insufficient 
to cover oven the bare costa of their 
running. ' 

The tramp has been in the past tod 
significant o contributor to the wealth 
of Britain for its decadence to be re- 


viewed with equanimity. These ships}. 


plied around the Continents serving 
those countries that had evidently 
neither the wealth nor the skill to pro- 
jvide their own service, They were in 
reality exiles whose business kept them 
away for several years at a time. They 
have certainly not out-lasted their use- 
fulness. Their diffcultics are at worss 
temporary, and should impel owners to 
take advantago of overything that 
selence ‘has to offer to increase the 
efficiencye of these ships, 

Lord Inchcape touched also on India 
whose Coastal Reservation Bill is na- 
turally causing him grave an. 
xlety. It needless : 
examino the validity of 
suggestion that Moscow is at 
the bottom of Indian agitation, for con- 
temporary opinion rarely possesses the 
necessary detachment -to diagnose the 
malady, But discrimination against 
Britain, .urged Lord Inchcape, would 
bea death-blow to the progress and 
prospority of India. This ‘opinion’ com. 
ing from such ao far-seeing mind on 
such matters calls for the most serioux 
attention of the Sclect Committee that 
Is now examining the BIll. — Indta’s 
ambition to «build up a nucleus 
for an ultimate mercantile marine 
of her own is both — intol- 
ligible and loudable. Her means 
and not her aim are open to 
question. In seeking to nurture her 
cherished infant under the protectiva 
wings of the Reservation Bill, 
sho will’ be dqing a -double 
wrong—firat by inflicting a severe 
blow on thoso who haye so 
long and ably specialised in her 
service, and, secondly, by saddling her- 
self with an unnecessary burden mere- 
ly for the sake of-being able to-call her- 
self a maritime nation. And the Bill 
for her .Juxury must be footed by her 
millions whose only interest is in cheap 
and efficient transport and food sup. 
plies. This warning of Lord Incheape’s 
carries with it the authority of vast 
‘and tried experience and ought not to 
be lightly passed over.—Ceylon Obser-

MR. SOWERBY’S | LECTURE TO 
ROYAL ASIATIC’ SOCIETY 


DISTRIBUTION OF LIFE 


At a lecture ‘given iy ‘Mr. A do 
C,. Sowerby before the members of 
the Royal Asiatic Society recently, 
there was a good turn out of 
enthusinsts in the subject of natural 
history. Dr, Hawks Pott was in 
the chair, and jin his opening 
remarks introduced the lecturer as 
the leading naturalist -in China. 
The subject of the lecture was 
somewhat formidable, . the 
being “Distribution of Life of Hlu- 
strated ‘by China's Fauna and 
Flora,” ~—s In dealing with this the 
lecturer pointed out that diatribu 
tion of animal and plant life could 
be considered under two main head- 
ings, (1) The geographical distribu- 
tion of animal and plant life, and 
(2) their environmental distribu- 
tion. . ‘ yi 

Under the first heading he out- 
lined a number of what he called 
faunal and floral. zones, ‘occupying 
Asta and Europe. These.are (2) 
the Arctic or Circumpolar life zone, 
extending west to cast from North 
Norway along the coast of Siberia 
to the extreme eastern point of the 
latter country, ‘and southward to 
‘take in the northern tundas of 
Siberia; (2) the Euro-Siberian life 
zone, which covers almost the 
whole of “Europe, Siberia, Man- 
churin and parts of Japan and 
Korea, and intrudes into North 
|China; (¢) the Tartarian Hfe zone 
occupying the great deserts of 
Central Asin, and Mongolia and 
North China; (d) the Sinian life 
zone, occupying the Yangtze basin 
and East China; and (e) the 
Oriental,, which includes South- 
east and South China, the Malay 
Region, India, and part of Africa, 
The first four of these,come under 
what biologists cll the Palearctic 
Sub-reglon, which is the European 
and Asiatic division of the so- 
called Holarctic. Region, North 
America being the Nearctic Sub- 
rezion. Each of these life-zones 
is occupied by certain types of 
animals and plants, which are 
different from those occupying 
each of the others. An interesting 
point is that the Euro-Siberia 
fauna intrudes into North China by 
though else- 
where it only occurs north of the 
desert belt. The Euro-Siberian life 
zone contains the animals and 
plants best known to Europeans 
generally, many of the forms being 
typical of Great Britain and other 
European animals. The . Sinfan 
life-zone. contains many very

lying to the east of the Korean 
Peninsula being distinctly Arctic. 
This was undoubtedly due to the 
set of the currenta, a warm current 
flowing up the Chinese coast and a 
cold current flowing down the 
eastern coasts of Manchuria and 
two meeting and dis- 
sipating in the region of Fusan in 
South-eastern Korea. 

Mr, Sowerby next explained that 
just asyanimals and plants occupied 
certain "zones on a horizontal plain, 
so they also occupled zones in .a 
perpendicular direction. That is to 
say, 43 one ascends, from the low- 
lying plains on the sea-level to the 
highest mountain tops, . one passes 
through very marked..zones of 
faunal and floral life. There was) 
the typical’ plains fauna and flora, 
then the fauna and flora of the 
foothills, next those of the moun- 
tains up to five or six thousand 
feet, then the spruce forest zone 
and its special fauna, next the 
larch forest zone, then the trecless 
zone, and finally the | regio: of 
perpetual snow.

Annual Life in. the Depths | 

In the ocean perpendicularly als. 
tributed life zones are even more 
noticeable than on land, owing 
to the rapid increase of pressura 
and diminution of light as we 
descend. Plant life in the form of 
various .kinds of Algae, occurs for 
only a comparatively little way 
down, since plants need light; but

AIR MISSIONER 


’ British Sky Pilot’s 
' Parish Rounds 


The only missioner In the world 
who makes regular use of an aero- 
plane to go the rounds of his 
parish, the Rev. Leonard Daniels, 
an Intrepid-airman during the war, 
is a “sky-pildt” in the literal sense 
of the word. ” 

Just how necessary an aeroplane 
ia to Mr. Daniels can be appreciated 
from the fact that his parish is 
bigger in area than England, It 
consists of 40,000 square miles of 
country, destitute of good roads. 
His central headquarters ‘at Wil- 
eannia are over 100 miles from the 
nearest railway. 

Mr. Daniels has had .an adven- 
furous career, For a time during 
the war he was a soldier in the line. 
He served in the Devon Regiment 
but the call of the air proved as 
irresistible to him as has the other 
call of the open spaces of’ Aus- 
tralia. He got a transfer to’ the 
Flying Corps, and qualifying os a 
pilot he served with distinction. A 
native of Bitterne, near South- 
ampton, “Mr. Daniels after the 
war entered the ministry, and hls 
first appointment was a curate at 
Christ Church, Woking.

* from gunshot wounds in their house, ‘Mountain View,’' the Peak, on 
New Year's Day, wag opened at the Central Magistracy yesterday 


afternoon by Mr. E, W. Hamilton, 


The medical evidence concurred that Mrs. Burnett's wonnd waa 
homicidal and could not have been self-inflicted. Mr. Burnett's could 


have been self-inflicted. 


Dr. Cannon stated’that Mr, Burnett suffer- 


ed from angina pectoris, which was liable to affect the brain. 


THE EVIDENCE IN FULL 


The following’ were the mam- 
bers of the jury:—Mesyrs. F. G. 
Kerley (foreman), HH. T, Buxton, 
“and W. J. Waddington, 

The Coroner, addressing the 
jury, said:——The oceasion for this 
inquiry, Gentlemen, as ‘you are 
probably aware is the death of 
Mr. George William Cade Burnett 
and Mrs, Burnett. It occurred 
on, January 1 of this year. Both 
of them were found dead, with 
gunshot wounds, in their house. 
You will have no difficulty what- 
ever in arriving at the facts. -The 
great point before you will be ar- 
riving at the mental “condition of 
the ‘principal actor in the tragedy. 
A great deal will turn on the 
“medical evidence and"two doctors 
will bescaNed. As Dr. Strahan’s 
evidence will be much — shorter 
than Dr. Cannon’s, I propose to 
eall him first. He was the first 
doctor who saw the bodies. So 
far'as we know, it.proves that the 
occurrence took place between 9 
and 9.30 in the evening. 

Dr. Strahan's Evidence 


—Dro-Stuart-sv Strahan, “Medical 


practitioner, Hong Kong, Senior 
partner. of. Drs. Allen and 
Strahan, deposed that he received 
a telephone message from Mr. King 
at 10.65 pm. on January 1, asking 
him to-go to Mr. Burnett’s house. 
He met Mr, King on the road and’ 
_ they went together. He lived 
Practically next door to Mr. 
King. Witness did not know. 

On 
entering, he found’ the bodies of 
Mr. and Mrs. Burnett, “both of 
whom he knew personally. The 
*position of the bodies was: Mr. 
Burnett was sitting in an arm. 
chair, and- Mrs. Burnett was sit- 
ting on.a couch, with her feet 
up. They Were both dead. The 
+ cause of Mrs, Burnett's death ap- 
peared to be a. bullet wound in 
her head, on first, impression. 
Death Instantaneous 

The Coroner: ‘In your opinion, 
was death. jnstantancous? 

Witness: I should think so. 

The Coroner: Did you form any 
opinion as ,to the direction of the 
wound; how the shot had been 
fired?—I did not examine the 
wound. I went there for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining’ whether 
denth : had occurred.

The Newspaper Enterprise Lti. 

published the China Mail only. He 
knew nothing‘of its affairs. There 
was nothing wrong financially in 
the condition of the Company. It 
had its good times and its bad times, 
like any other concern. The two 
shateholders were Mr. Burnett and 
his wife. It waa a perfectly going 
financial concern, As far, as he 
was concerned, there waa nothing 
té cause-the deceased worry except 
as an ordinary business man.

‘The Coroner: Although I can’t 
very well be a witness in my own 
court, I can yive evidence myself 
that deceased was often complaining 
that he had never taken exercise for 
a number of years owing to his 
heart.

‘MEANS OF PREVENTION. 

San Francisco.—Returning from 
the Russo-Chinese front in Man- 
churia, Dr. Lewis Lorwin, of the 
Bookings Institution at . Washing- 
ton, a delegate to the Institute of 
Pacific Relations, declared that the 
menace of war in the Pacific is real 
and ‘said that the nightmare of a 
great war in the Pacific can only 
be averted by making the dream 
of international co-operation a 
reality, 

According to Dr. Lorwin, Russia 
expects such a war, but the hopes 
of the Russians would appear to 
be ‘vain. “If auch a world war took 
place, soon one-half of Europe 
would go Fasciat, not Communist. 
While Russia's army may total 
8,000,000 in all, Rusaia is far from 
ready for a war economically. She 
would collapse in four weeks. 
Stalin Is seeking to speed up hia 
five-year industrial programme, and 
many think that he is pushing 
Russia too fast.” 

Dr. Lorwin mentioned four paints 
of international co-operation that 
would aid in preventing such a war. 
They follow:—

(2)-——-By seeking to overcome the 
rooted feeling that international 
trade must mean dn economic and 
military struggle. 

(3)—By submerging ‘racial feel- 
ings such as wrecked the ancient 


means a synthesis between the West

(4)—By a world division of 
Inbour under the direction of a 
“World Economy Board” that would 
seek to develop the earth's re- 
sources for the maximum benefit of 
all nations. 

“The danger of a new world in‘ 
the Pacific ts real,” Dr. Lorwin em- 
phasized. “International co-opera- 
tion may sound like a dream; the 
alternative would be a nightmare.”
